Marigold  Musings 

Such  marvelous  improvements  have  been 
made  among  the  various  types  of  Marigolds 
by  expert  hybridizers  that  the  results  are  al¬ 
most  unbelievable. 

Personally,  I’m  not  so  keen  about  “getting 
shed  of”  the  Marigold  odor  altogether.  But 
that  has  been  done,  as  one  extreme,  while 
with  other  new  creations  the  Marigold  odor 
of  the  foliage  has  been  diluted,  and  the  flowers 
made  sweet  scented. 

Marigolds  as  cut  flowers.  Few  flowers  keep 
longer  after  being  cut.  For  days  and  days 
Marigold  blooms  look  as  fresh  as  though  in 
the  garden.  Change  water  often.  Cut  a  bit 
off  the  stems  every  few  days.  Keep  them 
cool. 

Bver  notice  how  Marigolds  stand  the  early 
light  frosts?  They  stay  with  you  longer  than 
most  annuals.  Calendulas  and  Delphiniums  are 
also  among  those  present  to  the  last.  Most 
Marigolds  described  as  double  show  a  per  cent 
of  semi-double  and  maybe  a  few  singles.  But 
the  semi-double  flowers  are  also  very  pleasing. 

A  little  Marigold  seed  goes  a  long  ways.  Sow 
after  ground  warms  up,  thinly.  Plants  should 
be  from  1  to  2  feet  apart  after  final  thinning 
or  transplanting.  The  smaller  kinds  closer 
than  the  gigantic  strains. 
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Delightful  DELPHINIUMS  [Perennial] 


Delphiniums,  called  “Dels”  for  short. 
You  now  can  have — most  any  sort.

What  interests  me  immensely  is  that  our 
grand  and  glorious  HEAVENLY  BLUE  MORN¬ 
ING  GLORY  trekked  from  Mexico  to  Denver, 
Colorado,  doubtless  in  a  very  round  about  way. 
Lucky  for  all  of  us  that  Prof.  Perry  L.  Clark, 
then  teaching  in  Denver  schools,  and  intensely 
interested  in  botany,  took  over  the  task  of 
improving  this  favorite  flower. 

Heavenly  Blue  Morning  Glory  was  large  and 
lovely  all  right.  But  rather  late  blooming. 
Just  how  the  desired  and  desirable  end  wa.®; 
accomplished,  I  don’t  know.  But  Prof.  Clark 
spent  years  in  developing  his  special  strain, 
retaining  the  enormous  size,  as  well  as  en¬ 
trancing  beauty,  yet  inducing  the  plants  to 
begin  blooming  several  weeks  earlier. 

This  is  the  strain  we  are  fortunate  in  hav¬ 
ing  from  year  to  year.  I  should  have  men¬ 
tioned  that  one  factor  in  securing  early  bloom¬ 
ing  was  and  is  our  mile  high  altitude.  High 
altitude  always  tends  to  produce  earliness. 

Grow  Clark’s  early  strain  at  low  altitude 
a  few  years  in  succession,  and  it  will  “unlax”. 
Blooming  date  will  be  later.  That’s  why  it  is 
important  to  buy  and  plant  not  just  Clark’s 
early  strain,  but  seed  of  this  strain  that  is 
grown  right  here  under  the  mile  high  condi¬ 
tions  that  helped  make  it  early  iii  the  first 
place.  (Boulder  is  32  miles  from  Denver.) 

Thanks  for  Cooperation 

Time  was  when  we  sent  out  catalogues,  cus¬ 
tomers  would  sit  down  and  make  out  orders 
plainly  and  definitely  from  catalogue  listings. 
Thus  we  were  able  to  handle  many  orders  with 
minimum  confusion  and  loss  of  time.

Years  ago  I  read  a  magazine  article  about 
the  problems  of  another  mail  order  firm.  Sears 
Roebuck.  I’ve  forgotten  all  else,  but  recall 
often  that  many  customers  demanded  the 
personal  service  of  Mr.  Sears,  one  lady  asking 
that  he  pick  out  for  her  a  hat  just  like  his 
wife  wore. 

Now  I  hesitate  to  mention  these  problems. 
I’m  afraid  some  will  miss  the  point  entirely 
and  say  we  are  not  appreciative  of  orders,  and 
if  we  don’t  like  it  we  can  lump  it,  and  lose 
their  business.  However,  most  folks,  once 
informed,  will  cooperate  to  insure  “the  great¬ 
est  good  for  the  greatest  number.” 

Finally,  please  be  assured  that  we  will  go 
as  far  as  we  can  to  help  you  if  and  when 
you  can’t  work  out  your  order  from  catalogue. 
One  thing  we  can’t  do  is  to  go  into  planting 
and  culture  details.  We  give  many  tips  and 
pointers  in  catalogues,  and  24  full  pages  in 
“Glad  Gossip”  booklet,  sent  free  with  a  Glad 
order  of  50c  or  more.  And  that’s  about  as  far  as 
we  can  go  and  remain  alive,  sane,  and  solvent.

Finding  Room  for  Fiowers 

Maybe  you  can  find  more  room  by  spading 
up  some  of  the  neglected  corners  or  waste 
places.  Often  a  few  feet  along  both  sides  of 
the  lawn  can  be  used — less  grass  and  more 
flowers.  As  a  rule,  it  is  better  to  use  such 
space,  stolen  from  the  lawn,  along  the  sides 
or  lot  lines,  rather  than  to  have  beds  in  the 
body  of  the  lawn.  However,  this  is  a  matter 
of  personal  preference  and  fitting  the  flower 
beds  to  the  individual  yard. 

Often  flowers  can  be  worked  in  around  the 
shrubbery.  Tulips  and  other  fall  bulbs  are 
especially  adapted  to  this  handling.  Planting 
in  borders  or  in  groups,  according  to  room 
and  arrangement  of  shrubbery,  will  produce 
pleasing  effects. 

Then,  again,  drastic  pruning  of  trees  will 
help  wonderfully  in  making  two  flowers  bloom 
where  but  one  bloomed  before.  Or,  maybe 
none  bloomed,  because  of  too  much  shade. 


“Irritating  the  Garden” 

One  summer  evening  a  caller  at  a  Boulder 
home  asked  the  little  girl  who  came  to  the 
door:  “Is  your  father  home?’’  “Yes,”  replied 
the  little  miss,  “he’s  in  the  back  yard  irritat¬ 
ing  the  garden.”  Of  course,  the  caller  found 
this  man  sprinkling  the  garden  with  the  hose. 

But  the  little  girl  may  not  have  been  so  far 
off  after  all,  in  using  the  word  irritating  for 
irrigating.  It  is  a  fact  that  many  gardeners 
do  just  about  that — squirt  >just  a  little  water 
on  the  garden  and  lawn  which  does  little  more 
than  irritate  the  growing  plants. 

Tiny  plants  do  need  just  a  little  light  sprin¬ 
kling  at  a  time  and  often.  But  when  plants  are 
larger  they  want  a  good  thorough  soaking  once 
in  a  while,  then  want  to  be  left  alone  a  few 
days,  maybe  a  week.  Is  far  better  to  give  a 
good  watering,  then  cultivate  as  soon  as 
ground  is  dry  enough,  than  to  just  keep  irri¬ 
tating  the  garden  with  daily  light  sprinkling, 
which  brings  the  feeding  roots  to  the  surface 
instead  of  keeping  them  at  work  lower  down.

Bear  this  in  mind.  The  smooth  varieties, 
like  Alaska  and  Ameer,  may  be  planted  very 
early,  even  in  February  if  soil  permits.  They 
seldom,  if  ever,  rot  in  the  cold  wet  ground.
